Sparks from Father Mark 

During the last few pastoral council meetings we have been asking 
ourselves, “are we a marriage building parish? Do we put time and energy 
into supporting, lifting up and building up the Vocation and Sacrament of 
marriage in our parish community?” It seems that most of our time is spent 
on preparing couples for marriage - the immediate need. However, when it 
comes to ministering to couples in the parish, in different stages of married 
life, it seems that we could be doing much more for couples and as a parish 
community. 

Our parish, I believe, has a pretty good percentage wise of couples 
attending the annual Diocesan Married Sweetheart Mass and Dance that has 
taken place at our parish and Stage Stop Receptions, the last several years. 
However, is this enough to call us a marriage building parish? 

Our pastoral council has some good ideas of how we at OLBH can begin 
to support, lift up and build up the Vocation and the Sacramentality of 
Marriage in our parish community. Beginning this weekend we will offer a 
Mass intention for all married couples in our parish community once a 
month. We will also invite all couples to come forward for a blessing in the 
month in which they were married. This weekend at all of our liturgies we will 
pray over couples who were married in the month of April as a way to bless 
couples and to lift up the sign of the Marriage Covenant in our midst.

Gospel of John 20:19-31 

1. Using magazines and newspapers make a collage 
showing an ideal Christian community. What are 
the similarities with/differences between the 
community referred to in Acts 2:42-47 and local 
communities today? 

2. How would you describe your group/class 
community? If you had a motto, what would it be? 
If you had group/class goals ... what would they 
be in terms of living the gospel and showing love 
and concern for others? 

3. Does your school/parish have a particular 
charism? Describe this. 

4. Discuss ways in which you can make a difference 
in the world. Listen to Michael Mangan’s song 
‘Make a little difference’ (from Setting Hearts on 
Fire) for some ideas and inspiration. 

5. In the gospels there are a number of short sayings 
of Jesus which give good advice, eg Treat others 
as you would like to be treated’. Invite young 
people to illustrate a wise saying/good advice on a 
small slip of paper. Invite discussion regarding 
ways by which this wise saying/ good advice could 
help a community to grow. Use these suggestions 
as a basis for prayer. 

6. Jesus offered the disciples PEACE. What have 
been some times and places that have been 
peaceful for you? 

7. The world is afflicted by violence and terrorism. 
What is your recipe for PEACE in light of such 
aggression and oppression? 

8. Compose an acrostic poem for the word PEACE - 
that is a simple poem in which each line begins 
with a letter of the word PEACE. 

9. How does you family/school/local community 
promote PEACE? 

10. Design some PEACE banners and display them in 
your local community. 

11. Discuss ways in which PEACE can ‘grow a 
community.’
